Strengthening of Na\ al Outposts Sought 
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St ate Will He 
Tripled

Harrisburg, Feb. 21 — Governor 
Jam es was notified by N ttional Se­ 
lective Service headquarters today 
th a t requisitions for Pennsylvania 
m en would be subm itted every ten 
days for the next m onth and a half, 
Instead of once a m onth as here­ 
tofore. 
This procedure will alm ost triple 
th e rate at which Pennsylvania men 
are inducted. 
The state’s latest 
quota of 3,776 men will be inducted 
in ten days beginning M arch ll, and 
state selective service officials expect 
two more calls at ten-day intervals 
to complete the M arch requisition. 
Induction of February’s quota of 
4,911 m en Is taking from February 
5 to M arch 7, but selective service 
officials said the induction proce­ 
dure w’as being speeded up and they 
anticipated th a t future calls upon 
the state w’ould be larger th an ever. 
The speed-up w’ill accomplish a 
tw’o-fold purpose, they said.

fast as facilities become available 
instead of waiting for a new batch

Chief Executive Re­

Roosveit said today he considered 
the disclosure of w hat was intended 
to be secret testim ony before a 
senate committee yesterday by Gen­ 
eral George C. M arshall, Army chief 
of staff, as hurtful to national de­ 
fense.

Heighth of Feed Hopper 
Important to Poultrymen 


Attention to details in poultry 
m anagem ent often m akes the dif­ 
ference between success and failure 
in the chicken business. 
County Agent H artm an called a t­ 
tention today to the detail of poul­ 
try care th a t is of im portance to 
poultrymen, especially to those who 
handle the heavier breeds of chick 
ens—the height of the feed hopper. 
Many poultrymen in this county 
now prefer feeders th a t set near 
the floor w ith the equipm ent rest 
ing on the litter on w hich the fowls 
may stand to eat. 
Enough height to prevent litter 
from being scattered into the feeder 
may be provided by short legs or 
blocks under the hopper. In some 
cases, a low approach to the feeder 
for the fowl to stand on m ay be 
required. W ith these two types of 
equipment, danger of fowls standing 
on the floor picking a t others feed­ 
ing from perches is reduced. 
If 
hoppers can be detached from the 
legs set 18 inches or so from the 
floor, one can try setting a few of 
these on the floor for a while eacji 
day. The act of moving these up 
and down seems to cause birds to 
show more interest in the m ash, 
H artm an said.

I in a statem ent made today by Coun- 
j ty Agent H artm an concerning the 
I relation between flock m anagem ent 
methods and the quality of wool 
produced. His statem ent follows: 
“Every year out of approxim ately 
000,000 pounds of wool about 25,000 
pounds is discounted from three to 
five cents a pound in Pennsylvania 
and is classed as unm erchantable. 
A large percentage of this loss 
can be avoided by proper handling 
and feeding of the ewe flock during 
the winter. Observe the following 
precautions: 
1. Do not perm it sheep to run 
around a straw stack in the 
barnyard, 
because 
chaff 
will 
drop down In the fleeces. 
2. Avoid running sheep where 
seeds and chaff can rattle down 
from above. 
3. If hay must be carried in 
through the pen at feeding time, 
always turn the ewes out and 
feed while the ewes are in the 
yard. Never carry hay over the 
backs of sheep. 
4. Racks should be constructed 
so th a t chaff and seeds do not 
get into fleeces while the sheep 
are feeding.

Charitable contributions and gifts 
made by an individual are deducti­ 
ble within certain lim itations The 
organization to winch the gift is 
made m ust meet several tests. Tile 
corporation, trust, community chest, 
fund, or foundation m ust be created 
or organized In the United States 
or in aijy possession thereof or un­ 
der the law of the United States or 
of any state or territory or of any 
possession of the United States and 
must be organized and operated ex­ 
clusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational 
purposes, or for the prevention of 
cruelty to children or animals. If a 
substantial part of its activities is 
carrying on propaganda or other­ 
wise attem pting to influence legis­ 
lation. it tails to m eet the tests. No 
part of the organization’s income 
may Inure to the benefit of any 
private shareholder or individual.
